Tin* manufacturer Inttlutes and supports a policy of tariff protection because 
he finds himself in trouble ns the result of foreign competition; tho farmer! 
demands low tariffs, with a strong preference for absolute freedom In trade, 
because lie is In trouble as n result of having to s« 11 hlr products cheaply In j 
an open world market, but obliged to buy at high pjices In a protected and 
restricted home market. Other issues are tho outcome of racial, religious, or 
other troubles. 

\t the present time, as noted In a recent article, the rubber users of the 
world, and particularly of tlio United States, aro making an issuo of the 
regulations governing the production of crude rubber in tho British posses¬ 
sions. and solely bemuse the prevailing high price of crude rubber Is giving 
them trouble. Put tlto rubber Issue Is paling into' insignificance In the United 
States Congress in tho face of the campaign being waged by tho farmers 
across the line and which threatens to drag the tariff, and pocsibly other 
llsues, inti) the limelight. • 

United States farmers are in serious trouble. They linvo for many years 
been producing larger crops than are required for homo consumption, and, 
while the rize of the surplus is diminishing with growth of U.S. population, 
the farmers are now In rather desperaje straits. They are forced to sell their 
surplus in foreign markets, and at a price fixed In those highly competitive 
markets. The result is that tho foreign price regulates the domestic price, 
and, as the foreign price is frequently below the cost of U. 8. production, the 
farmer is In trouble, and especially so as the high protective tariff maintained 
b) the United 8 a tea compels him to pay high prices for all that he has to buy. 

Western Canadian farmers well understand the situation. They have 
been confronted with exactly .the same problem. They have advocated, and 
Hill advocate, lower tariffs In order to bring down the cost 6f production, but 
they have also learned to appreciate tho fact that there is appoint below which 
production costs cannot be brought in this country if a decent standard of liv¬ 
ing Is to be maintained. They, therefore, In recent years, turned their at¬ 
tention more and more to finding a solution of transportation and fcnarketlqg 
problems with a view to realizing a higher return from their surplus crops 
and not be forced to accept any prlco that might be offered lit a demoralized 
world market as a result of the dumping of enormous quantities of grain on 
the market In one short peiiod. 

Hence iu Western Canada there has been created and successfully de¬ 
veloped huge cooperative undertakings by tho fanners themselves, such as 
th*- United Grain Growers, the Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevators, tho 
Grain Fools/Co-operative Creameries, and* co operative marketing associa¬ 
tions of various kinds. The position of tho Western Canadian farmer has 
been vastly improved us a result of their own co-operative enterprises, man¬ 
aged by themselves apart from Governments, hut, where necessary, with

Probe Into Rubber Prices Will Not 
Bring Results 

After Congress assembles the facts 
concerning tho rubber situation, what 
can Congress do about It? Tho ex¬ 
port control of rubber In the British 
East Indies, which is held responsible 
for tHie recent soaring of prices, la a 
purely domestic affair. Congress has 
no more control over tlie actions of 
tho Colonial Governments of Ceylon 
and Malaya in tlulr regulation of ex¬ 
ports than tlioeo bodies have over our 
own restrictions on imports. Obvious¬ 
ly, we do not relish the idea of dollar 
rubber, but neither did our foreign 
customers in 1920 like the idea of 40- 
cent cotton. One can easily imagine 
the heat aud per fervid oratory which 
would have developed on Capitol Hill 
if tho British Government at that tlmo 
had ordered an official investigation 
of cotton prices, and there is no rea¬ 
son to believe that the investigation 
voted by the house will prove any 
more conducive to good international 
relations.—New York World.

British Railways Place Large Ordtr 
For Canadian Product# 

British Columbia has recolved an 
order from one of the greatest of 
British railway groups for 26.000,000 
feet of Douglas fir railroad ties. It Is 
stated official circles. It Is point¬ 
ed out In tho same circles that this 
Is more than Ilrltlah Columbia's total 
export to Britain la 1923. 

“This breaks tho buying tradition 
for more than a century,” ono author¬ 
ity says, “Qie Drltish railways hare 
declared their Intention of giving 
preference to Canadian timber, pro¬ 
vided that the price and other condi¬ 
tions are equal. Also, for the first 
time, a great British railway group 
has inserted in Its conditions of ten¬ 
der 'that preferenco is to be given 
to Canadian timber.’ ” 

Tho British Columbia timber In¬ 
dustry will be enabled to meet any 
difficulty with regard to price with 
tho help of the low freight rates 
granted and the speciel servlco open¬ 
ed by the Canadian Government Mer¬ 
chant Marino via the Panama Canal, 
the same authority states. 

Tho decision of tho railway group 
in question to place the contract for 
railroad ties !n British Columbia fol¬ 
lows the recent decision of Ixradon 
and North Eastern Railway Com¬ 
pany to purchase only British steel 
rails.

During tho year 15,850.000 pounds of 
creamery butter were manufactured in 
Saskatchewan compared with 13.585,- 
902 in 1924, an Increase of 2.266,098 
pounds. The total 1925 output Is 
more than double the production of 
1921. ^ 

“Tho increased production Is attrib¬ 
uted principally to an Increased Inter¬ 
est In dairying, coupled with the use 
of better cows and Improved feodlng 
methods on the part of producers,” 
states P. C. Kidd, provincial dairy 
commissioner. 

“Cheos© making also, while still a 
vory small branch of the dairy Indus¬ 
try. has tak^n a decided step forward 
and promises soon to become an Im¬ 
portant factor. During 1925 the out¬ 
put of cheose was 223,137 pounds as 
compared with 165.000 pounds during 
1924, and tho value of cheese made 
has Increased by $17,158. 

“Favorablo conditions for tho con¬ 
sumption of lco cream during the 
summer season caused a net Increase 
of approximately 40,000 gallons In tho 
quantity manufactured and sold. 

“One feature during the past sea¬ 
son has been the Increase In butter 
exported from Saskatchewan to the 
British markets. During the year 
more than 10,500,000 pounds of cream¬ 
ery butter has been graded for export 
under the Dominion of Canada grad¬ 
ing regulations.

wheat growing has been to too great 
extent almost the solo cropping systom 
followed In Southern Alberta and over 
much of the prairie region. 

Realizing that the need for rotations 
must develop, experiments hare been 
conducted pretty generally throughout 
the Dominion experimental farm sys¬ 
tem to ascertain the boat for different 
districts. At Lethbridge rotations 
have been established on both dry end 
Irrigated portions of the farm and In 
the report for 1924 summaries of re¬ 
sults uro given of from two to ten 
years' methods. As careful records 
are kept of expenses and returns It Is 
possible to determine the cost of pro¬ 
ducing each crop in each rotation and 
the returns therefrom, all of which t* 
set forth In the report.

Government Notes In Circulation 

Plenty of the Old-Fashioned “Shin, 
platter*’ Still Doing Duty 

Citizens who seek tho old-fashlonod 
“shlnplastcr" may be astonished to 
hear that thero aro plenty of twenty- 
five ceut notes In circulation In Can- 
ada. , To be exact, 6,204,175—and one- 
fourth. Tho reason that they aie so 
hard to got Is probably that they are 
so handy for some classes of business 
that they circulate in exclusive chan¬ 
nel!. Many of them are lying In the 
bond transfer offices of tho department 
or finance, where they aro handy be¬ 
cause they can be pinned to a bond 
and Just cover the foe for transference. 
Many others are used by mall order 
shoppers In the rural districts of Can¬ 
ada because they can bo pinned to an 
order slip. 

The oxact value of the “shinplasters" 
In circulation Is $1,301,043.81. The 
odd six cents Is probably due on a 
fragment of a note, the remaining 
three-fourths of which has been cash¬ 
ed In. The fragment has probably 
been lost long slnee. 

Another caso of a torn note await¬ 
ing complete redemption crops up In 
the two-doltar bills. Of these there 
arc (n Canada . 6,367,400 and three- 
fourths In circulation. Of four-dollar j 
bills thero are 8.438 In circulation; of 
flve-dollar bills (government currency, 
that Is) there ere 125,129 and a half; 
most numerous of all, of course. Is 
the humble one. Government bills 
worth one dollar each In circulation 
at December 1. totalled 17.639.419 andl 
a half. The government Issues com¬ 
paratively fe# of the higher denomin¬ 
ation bills, these being chiefly handled 
by the banks. 

Of the old provincial pre-confedera¬ 
tion notes still in circulation the value 
is $27,685.53. Tho odd cents probably 
came Jnto the currency atatemem 
when notes Issued in sterling were 
taken over Into a decimal coinage.
